BUILDINGS  ROCK  AHO  SICK

Washington  Reports  an  Ex- 
tremely Severe  Quake  Three 
Thousand  "Miles  in  Southerly 
Direction  From  Capital 


SEWARD.  Alaska,  Feb.  23.— 
An  earthquake  shock  last- 
ing half  a  minute  wrecked 
chimneys,  broke  water  pipes  and 
sent  residents  scurrying  jto  safety 
in  the  streets  at  2  o  clock  this 
afternoon. 

The  Seward  end  of  the  Unite* 
States  signal  corpa  cable  to  Valdeg, 
200  mllea  northeast  of  hero,  at  the 
northern  end  of  Prlneo  William 
Hound,  wan  broken  by  the  ahock. 

At  Morralne.  13  V*  mllea  north  of 
Reward,  on  the  Alaska  Kallrnad.  the 
tremors  forced  water  out  of  tho  line's 
watertank*  Heavy  shocks  wore  felt 
at  many  points  on  tho  Alaska  Rail- 
road. 

When  the  first  earthquake  was  felt 
here,  people  fled  from  then-  homes 
and  places  of  business  to  the  streets 
for  safety.  Pioneers  said  the  tremor* 
were  tho  heaviest  felt  In  this  section 
for  many  years. 

Ncvcro  at  Aisrrmragc 

ANCHORAOB,  Alaska.  Feb.  51.  — 
One  of  the  most  sever©  earthquake* 
over  folt  here  rocked  buildings  of 
Anchorage  for  l»\fc  aeconds  at  1:15 
o'clock  thin  afternoon.  There  were 
two  distinct  tremors,  the  second  be- 
ing the  hardest.  They  were  accnm- 
panled  by  deep  rumble*. 

Dishes  In  many  homes  were  broken. 
Pupils  In  public  schools  were  per- 
mitted to  go  home.  Patients  ln'the 
Anchorage  Hospital  were  shaken  out 
of  their  bed*.  All  clocks  were 
itopped  at  Curry,  near 


WASHINGTON,  Feb.  21.—  "An  ex- 
tremely severe"  earthquake  about 
S.SO0  miles  In  n  southerly  direction 
from  Washington  was  recorded  to- 
day sn  thj  seismograph  of  George- 
town I'nlverslty. 

Father  Tondorf.  the  eelemographlet, 
snnounced  that  the  disturbance  was 
the  moat  violent  recorded  on  tho  In- 
strument In  three  or  four  years. 

The  tremor*,  beginning  at  7:02  p  m. 
reached  maximum  Intensity  from  7:10 
until  7:21.  The  most  pronounced 
displacement  In  the  earths  crust  •■ 
recorded  by  the  device  ran  In  an 
east-west  direction  and  mode  an  Im- 
pression calculated  at  about  seven 
centimetres.

Futility  of  Attacking  United 
States  Realized  in  Japan — 
Trade  Problems  of  Future 
May  Force  War,  However

T  ONDOX,  Feb.  23.  —  The 
I  danger  of  sn  American- 
Japanese  conflict,  which 
bulked  large  at  the  time  of  my 
other .  visits  to  London  in  1922 
and  1924,  aeems  to  have  been 
generally  discounted  in  recent 
months.  Neither  flritish  official 
nor  informed  public  opinion  now 

anticipatee  any  early  explosion  in  the 
Kar  Kant  either  Involving  America, 
Great  Britain  or  both  countries. 

No  effort  ia  made  here  to  minimize 
the  underlying  aerlouaneaa  of  the  Kar 
Kaatern  altuatlon.  The  drift  of  opin- 
ion, however,  aeema  to  he  in  the 
direction  of  a  belief  that  there  will 
be  no  aggreeaive  Japaneao  atHlon 
while  pence  Ut  maintained  in  Kurope, 
and  aa  a  subsidiary  detail,  While 
there  la  no  grave  development  In  In- 
dia. On  the  other  hand.  It  la  equally 
appreciated  here  that  Japanese  senti- 
ment reraaloa  bitter  toward  both 
America  and  England  and  Is  unlikely 
to  change  for  tha  better  alnce  there 
la  no  possibility  of  any  modification 
of  the  attitude  of  the  United  State* 
and  of  the  Brltiatl  Dominions  toward 
Japaneae  immigration. 

To  put  the  thing  broadly  the  Brit- 
ish regard  one  of  the  outstanding 
dangers  of  the  preaent  world  situation 
as  a  possible  combination  between 
Ruaala,  Germany  and  Japan,  und  the 
recent  treaty  between  Japan  and 
Kussia  has  occasioned  much  rather 
restrained  comment  One  hears  In 
London  a  gaud  deal  more  talk  about 
the  possible  conflict  between  the  yel- 
low and  white  races  than  In  America, 
or  perhapa  more  exactly  than  In  the 
eaat  of  the  United  States.

If  ona 
could  conceive  pf  another  war  In  the 
Weat  on  the  tinea  and  expanding  to 
the  proportlona  of  the  laat.  then  the 
common  verdict  la  that  tha  inevitable 
exhauation  of.  the  white  races  would 
provide  the  Eaat  and  Japan  with  an 
opportunity  which  would  not  be  al- 
lowed to  escape. 

What  stands  out  beyond  all  else  la 
the  Brltlah  perception,  based  upon 
Intimate  knowledge  of  and  long  con- 
tinued experience  with  the  Eaat,  that 
what  one  might  call  the  preatlge  ef 
tha  Weat  of  the  white  races  has  been 
competely  ahattered  by  the  World 
War  and  cannot  be  restored  In  any- 
thing like  the  old  form.  The  conse- 
quence haetbeen  an  enormoua  modi- 
fication of  the  view  of  the  Eaat  to- 
ward tha  Weat.  which  will  continue 
to  ahow  itself  I  .  all  directions 

Hut.  as  far  as  an  American-Jap- 
anese conflict  U  <ionoerned,  the  Brit- 
ish do  not  believe  Japan  win  attack 
the  United  Htatea  under  preaent  cir- 
cumstances, becauae  they  feel  satis- 
fied that  the  revelation  of  Amtnw'i 
Industrial  etrensth  during  the  World 
War  and  tge  disclosure  of  the  rela- 
tive value  of  military  and  economic 
resources  In  the  conflict  have  not 
been  I. .at  upon  the  Japanese  mind 
Granted  these  circumstances  and  as- 
suming the  practical  impossibility  erf 
Japan  dealing  the  UnHed  Htatea  any 
decisive  o**  even  crippling  blow,  the 
British  dismiss  such  a  atrugfclo  from 
the  range  of  Immediate  possibilities 
Germany  IjrsMon  to  Japan 

In  the  same  sense  one  hears  much 
comment  on  the  fact  that  the  over- 
\hrow  of  tha  great  German  military 
machine  and  the  complete  failure  of 
organlaed  German  military  strength 
has  had  Ita  lesson  for  Japan  and  has 
materially  changed  the  Japanese  esti- 
mate of  the  comparative  importance 
of  military  strength. 

Within  the  vast  circles  of  Its  loland 
barriers.  British  naval  opinion  holda 
that  Japan  la  now  Impregnable.  But 
In  tha  same  sense,  with  Singapore  to 
be  transformed  Into  a  great  naval 
baae.  they  regard  Australian  appre- 
hensions as  exaggerated.  The  notion 
that  the  Japanese  fleet  might  venture

beyond  the  circle  of  its  own  defencea 
and  strike  for  Australia  seems  utter- 
ly Improbable  and,  what  Is  reassur- 
ing, more  likely  to  lead  to  Japanese 
disaster  than  success,  were  it  actually 
undertaken. 

•  All  of  which  la  another  way  of 
saying  that  Brltlah  opinion  does  not 
look  for  any  Japanese  explosion  In 
the  Far  East  tor  an  appreciable  time 
and  doea  not  fear  anything;  that 
Japan  might  do  now  exceasively.  It 
believea  that  if  It  provea  possible  to 
arrive  at  an  adjuatnaent  with  Ger- 
many and  an  ultimate  reappearance 
of  Kussia  as  a  Western  power,  the 
chief  danger,  namely  a  division  of 
white  races,  can  be  avoided. 

Thus  In  examining  the  manlfeat 
efforts  of  Brltlah  atateamen  at  the 
moment  to  bring  about  peace  In 
Europe,  one  muat  see  not  slone  a 
Europeun  but  an  Aalatio  purpose. 
And  the  Brltinh  belief  that  both  Ger- 
many and  Ruaala  must  be  permitted 
to  resume  possession  of  most  if  not 
all  of  what  they  lost  In  the  East,  that 
Is  Uanxlg.  the  Polish  corridor  and 
Upper  Silesia  for  the  Germans,  and 
the  Baltic  provinces  and  the  I'ollsh 
marshes  for  the  Ruaalans.  la  a  detail 
In  this  gene>-<il  outlook. 

Fear  Eventual  Warfare 

Yet  It  la  clear  that  while  the  Brit- 
ish do  not  expect  any  Immediate  ax- 
plosion  in  the  Far  E  •  t.  they  are  ap- 
prehensive that  eventual  conflict  may 
be  unavoidable  and  they  are  equally 
convinced  that  the  possible  war  will 
break  out  between  America  and  Japan 
rather  than  between  Japan  and 
ltritaln.  hooking  to  the  long  future, 
the  British  expoct  the  United  States 
to  develop  aa  a  Pacific  power,  that  Is, 
to  come  gradually  to  have  a  z rowing 
policy  of  expansion  In  Eaatern 
marketa. 

Accepting  now,  aa  they  largely  do. 
the  view  that  the  UntUd  eUetes  will 
•ot  Join  the  League  of  Natlona.  as- 
sociate Itself  with  European  affairs 
or  even  have  any  active  European 
policy,  they  are  more  than  ever  con- 
vinced that  Americana  a  111  find  them- 
selves drawn  Into  Eastern  compllca- 
Uone,  pulled  by  the  temptations  of 
Eastern  markets,  and,  in  the  end 
perhaps,  committed  to  some  more  or 
leas  expansive  policy  In  the  Far  Eaat 
which  will  bring  them  Into  collision 
with  Japan. 

If  sueh  a  collision  took  place,  the 
Uritlah  are  satisfied  that  the  pressure 
Of  their  Dominions,  Canada,  Auatratla 
4nd  even  South  Africa,  would  make 
a  belligerent  of  their  own  country, 
while  they  rc.ia<»n  thnt  If.  on  the 
other  hand,  the  war  came  between 
Japan  and  themselves.  America  would 
be  brought  Into  the  war  by  the  de- 
mands of  tbe  people  of  the  Pacific 
slopes.  Just  as  America  was  brought 
Into  the  World  War  largely  by  the 
pressure  of  the  people  of  the  Atlantic 
seaboard. 

And,  In  an  odd  but  obvious  fashion, 
British  opinion,  which  has  more  or 
less  completely  abandoned  the  old 
idea  of  Anglo-American  partnership 
in  Europe,  la  coming  to  regard  any 
such  aaaoclatlon  aa  bound  to  come. 
If  at  all.  by  reason  of  common 
dangera  In  Aala.  And  I  do  tvot  think 
I  exaggerate  when  I  say  they  regard 
such  association  aa  inevitable. 

No  Early  Conflict  Expected 

At  all  eventa.  and  this  la  the  point 
of  main  Importance  at  the  moment, 
the  Brltlah  discount  all  menace  of 
American -Japaneae  conflict  at  tha 
moment.  Public  and  official  opinion 
have  become  far  less  pessimistic  than 
one  year  or  two  yeara  ago.  It  aeee 
Japan  faced  with  very  great  and  ab- 
sorbing problems  in  Ita  Immediate 
backyard  and  sobered  immeasurably 
by  the  revelations  of  the  World  War 
Itself  In  the  matter  of  comparative 
values  of  military  preparation  and 
underlying  economic  resources. 

All  of  which  is  not  to  aay  that  the 
British  are  satisfied  with  the  Pacific 
altuatlon  or  the  future  prospects.  It 
la  not  to  disguise  their  conviction  that 
America  and  the  British  1H> minions 
have  given  tbe  Japaneae  an  Intoler- 
able offence  In  their  immigration 
pollciea.  Rather  it  is  to  affirm,  thai 
while  the  Japanese  reaenlmenl  seems 
to  them  a  permanent  factor  and  one 
which  might  eventually  make  war 
Inescapable  at  a  selected  moment, 
that  moment  seems  removed  ta>  a 
future  sufficiently  distant  to  /ermit 
concentration  on  othor  problems  with 
the  added  view  that  the  solution  ef 
these  problems.  German  and  Russian, 
most  have  a  tremendous  effect  upon

The  object  In  view  In  thla  connec- 
tion Is  the  preserving  of  the  red  light 
as  a  symbol  of  danger,  and  of  that 
alone.  Instancea  are  cited  In  a  letter 
that  was  sent  to  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  covering  the  subject  of 
serious  accidents,  with  loss  of  life, 
following  the  use  of  these  back  lights 
as  at  present  uaed. 

The'  following  car,  becoming  accus- 
tomed to  the  red  lights  on  the  rear 
of  the  cars,  had  not  given  the  atten- 
tion that  ahould  have  been  given  to 
real  danger  signals.  Had  the  rear 
lights  been  of  some  other  color,  this 
would  have  been  avoided. 

The  directors  of  the  Chamber, 
realizing  that  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  force  in  the  contenUon  of  the 
Hamilton  Chambers  contention,  re- 
ferred the  matter  to  the  Automobile 
Club,  aa  the  moat  auitable  body  to 
deal  with  the  subject  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  rule  would  have  to  be 
made  general  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  if  it  were  to  be  of  any  use  or 
waa  to  avoid  confusion. 


TOLLunTE  ROAD  AS 
A  LAST  RESORT 

Proposed  That  If  No  Other  Means  Be 
Found  to  Construct  Highway 
Thla  Be  Hu 


While  there  was  decided  opposiUon 
to  the  move  there  waa  a  dlapoatuon 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  fa- 
vor a  tollgate  on  tha  road  to 
Butchart's  Gardena  If  no  other 
method  could  be  found  for  the  rais- 
ing of  the  money  to  put  thla  high- 
way in  shape  thla  year.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  aa  a  result  of  the  con- 
ference that  had  been  held  among 
the  representativea  of  the  bodies  In- 
terested looking  to  a  scheme  being 
evolved  whereby  the  city  of  Victoria 
would  be  asked  to  bear  a  ahare  with 
the  Saanlch  Council  in  carrying  the 
aork  out,  it  being  further  provided 
that  the  Provincial  Government  bear 
hslf  the  expense,  the  matter  waa  al- 
lowed to  stand  over  for  the  mean- 
time. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  directors  of 
the  Chamber  yesterday  Mr.  Edwin 
Tomlln  brought  a  proposal  from  Mr. 
It.  P.  Butchart  that  If  It  were  neces- 
sity In  order  to  get  the  road  tuilt 
without  delay  he  waa  prepared  to 
bear  a  ahare  of  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion provided  •  tollgate  were  Insti- 
tuted for  the  repayment.  In  this  con- 
nection the  city.  Saanlch  Council  and 
the  Government  would  all  assist  He 
advanced  the  Idea  that  It  was  neces- 
sary to  get  an  early  atart  on  the 
work,  and  be  also  pointed  out  that  it 
was  not  necessary  to  make  the  road 
aa  wide  as  P  waa  suggested  It  ahosid 
bo  made  on  the  reporta  to  the  Saan- 
lch Council. 

Mr.  Butchart's  suggestion  was  that 
if  an  eighteen-foot  road  were  pro- 
vided It  would  take  care  of  the  traf- 
fic Of  thla  width  the  centre  nine 
feet  ahould  be  paved  with  cement 
and  the  remainder  be  composed  of 
consolidated  rock  capable  of  being 
used  for  traffic  If  a  tollgate  were' 
Instituted,  all  residents  along  the 
road  would  be  relieved  from  the 
working  of  this  regulation. 

Many  of  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  were  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Government  would  not  consent  to 
a  tollgate  on  the  road.  It  was  sug- 
gested thst  thla  would  be  only  a  final 
resort  If  no  other  way  could  be  found 
of  financing  the  proposition.  There 
would  be  no  tears  ahed  If  the  Gov- 
ernment would   come  forward  and

THE  TIE  THAT  BINDS 


In  Thursday's  issue  of  this  paper 
there  appear  two  deliverances  upon 
the  subject  of  Church  Union  which 
must  surely  have  awakened  an  an- 
swering chord  in  the  minds  of  ail 
who  are  interested  either  as  members 
of  the  great  church  in  which  the 
controversy  is  being  waged  or  mere- 
ly as  friendly  and  sympathetic  fellow 
Christians. 

One  of  these  appeared  in  the  form 
of  a  communication  from  a  veteran 
clergyman,  who,  in  very  moderate 
language,  though  without  any  sacri- 
fice Of  Clearness  or  vigor,  expressed 
his  opinions  with  every  friendly  con 
sideration  for  the  sentiments  of  those 
who  refuse  to  enter  the  union.  He 
speaks  of  his  "strong  convictions  in 
favor  of  this  union,"  but  he  also  haa 
"kindly  sympathy  for  those  who  do 
not  see  eye  to  eye"  with  their 
brethren. 

The  other  statement  was  issued  by 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  Association  of  the 
Province.  It  also  is  written  in  a 
clear  and  forceful  style  and  it  also 
breathes  a  catholic  spirit  of  kindli- 
ness and  goodwill.  It  concludes  with 
these  words:  "In  humble  dependence 
on  the  great  Head  of  the  Church, 
with  malice  towards  none,  with  char- 
ity to  all  (especially  those  of  our 
household  who  have  differed  from 
us),  we  again  pledge  ourselves  to  the 
work  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
that  has  stood  the  storms  of  centuries 
and  has  done  so  much  to  secure  for 
us  the  blessingi  of  life,  liberty,  and 
the  pursuit  of  happiness." 

CANADA'S  MERCHANT  MARINE 

One  saving  grace  in  connecti.n 
with  the  operation  of  the  Govern- 
ment Merchant  Marine  is  that  time, 
if  nothing  else,  is  solving  the  prob- 
lem for  the  taxpayers  of  Canada,  not 
the  problem  of  the  capital  coat  but 
that  of  the  yearly  operating  deficit. 
On  December  11,  1^21.  there  were  65 
Government  ships  of  380,000  dead- 
weight tons.  At  the  end  of  1923  the 
fleet  had  shrunk  to  60  vessels  of 
362.000  deadweight  tons.  The  oper- 
ating deficit  in  1921  was  $2,210,000 
and  in  1923  this  appears  to  have 
shrunk  to  $1,864,000  because  a  small- 
er tonnage  has  been  employed. 
In  1921  these  vessels,  such  as  were 
I  employed  on  the  Atlantic,  made  93 


The  Montreal  Gaiette,  in  com- 
menting on  the  Ocean  Subsidy  Bill, 
points  out  that  the  scheme  of  the 
Government' is  not  to  reduce  the  cost 
of  ocean  transport;  that  is  beyond  its 
pOwer.  "All  that  is  contemplated," 
says  The  Gazette,  "is  to  make  good 
oat  of  the  public  treasury  the  deficit 
arising  out  of  lower  rate".  All  the 
people  are  to  subsidite  some  of  the 
people,  and  this  policy  is  put  forth 
by  a  Government  of  free  and  freer 
trade." 

The  other  day  in  Montreal  Mr. 
Robert  Redford.  head  of  the  Ship- 
ping Federation,  in  the  course  of  an 
address,  said:  "Although  the  traffic 
handled  during  the  aeason  constituted 
a  .record,  both  as  regards  the  number 
of  vessels  and  the  quantities  ex- 
ported, the  season  bas  not  been  a 
profitable  one,  from  a  remunerative 
point  of  view,  for  the  regular  liners. 
The  movement  of  grain  was  most 
spasmodic,  owing  to  market  condi- 
tions of  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  Continent,  and  many  boats  teft 
with  only  part  cargoes.  As  a  result, 
competition  for  freight  was  again 
very  keen  and  rates  were  forced  down 
to  an  unremunerative  level." 

That  appears  to  be  the  situation  on  VOyages  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
the  Atlantic,  in  the  face  of  which  the  |  in  1923,  65  voyages.  The 
Federal  Government  is  going  to  sub- 
sidize a  lute  of  steamships.  In  effect, 
the  Government  is  going  to  attempt 
to  make  the  shipping  business  more 
unremunerative  than  it  has  been  by 
granting  a  subsidy  to  a  favored  'com- 
pany at  the  expense  of  the  Canadian 
taxpayers.  As  The  Montreal  Gazette 
says,  too,  this  is  to  be  done  "to  the 
detriment  of  all  other  ships  trading 
to  Canadian  ports."  Talk  about 
loading  the  dice!  A  more  monstrous- 
ly unfair,  ill-advited  and  ruffle  plan 
than  that  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
ment is  inconceivable."

The  movement  for  co-operation 
among  Vancouver  Island  interests 
for  the  purpose  of  industrial  devel- 
opment should  not  be  allowed  t6 
languish.  The  movement  was 
launched  last  October.  It  was  sub- 
sequently handed  over  to  the  organis- 
ation known  as  the  Associated  Boards 
of  Trade.  One  meeting  for  organiz- 
ation purposes  was  held,  out  of  which 
grew  A  delegation  that  went  to  the 
Government  to  request  that  perma- 
nent improvements  should  be  effected 
to"  the  main  Island  highway.  The 
co-operative  movement  has,  so  far  as 
we  know,  developed  no  further  since. 
That  is  a  pity,  because  It  should  be 
kept  strenously  alive,  should  be  sub- 
ject to  consistent  effort,  and,  to  our 
way  of  thinking,  there  should  be 
monthly  meetings  for  round  table 
discussions  on  Vancouver  Island's 
problems  and  progress. 

Through  the  medium  of  the  Aston 
Boards  of  Trade,  or  of  a  body 
executive  authority  within  that 
organisation,  it  should  be  possible, 
for  one  thing,  to  keep  the  Vancouver 
Island  members  of  the  Legislature 
informed  of. how  steps  can  be  taken 
to  promote  development.  That  body 
could  assist  by  having  all  the  requisite 
information  available  for  encouraging 
settlement.  It  could  compile  data 
that  might  induce  capital  to  invest 
here.  It  could  act  for  the  Island  as 
a  whole  in  advancing  such  transporta- 
tion facilities  as  will  result  in  prog- 
ress. These  arc  not  new  ideas,  but 
they  are  ideas  that  seem  m  danger 
of  being  lost  tight  of  unless  the  Van- 
couver Island  co  operative 
ment  shows  greairi   Me  thai 


Merchant  Marine  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Atlantic  Conference,  so  that, 
if  it  is  true,  as  Mr.  W.  T»  R.  Preston 
claims,  that  through  the  operations 
of  this  conference  inquitous  rates 
have  been  charged  for  freight,  then 
the  Government  itself,  which  owns 
these  vessels,  has  been  a  partner  in 
the  iniquity.  Then,  too.  while  the 
Government  thips  have  been  charg- 
ing "iniquitous  rates"  and,  presum- 
ably, making  "iniquitous  ^profits," 
their  voyages  to  the  United  Kingdom 
nave  been  decreasing.

We  are  not  quite  sure  how  the  or- 
dinary men  of  Great  Britain  feel  about 
the  spectre  of  the  women's  votes,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  about  how  the  poli- 
ticians feel  about  it  If  the  women 
were  given  the  franchise  upon  the 
same  terms  as  the  men,  there  would 
be  two  million  more  women  voters 
than  men  voters.  The  women  would 
dominate  the  political  situation.  They 
would  dominate  the  political  situation 
absolutely—if  they  all  voted.  Thus  far 
the  ladies  have  not  been  diligent  in 
their  attention  to  public  questions,  and 
have  not  taken  full  advantage  of  the 
privilege  cf  the  franchise  ■  for  the 
franchise  ia  not  a  right,  but  a  privilege, 
as  we  are  frequently  told  by  the  very 
highest  authorities  on  statecraft 

•  •  • 

At  the  present  time  women  are  not 
permitted  to  vote  until  they  admit  an 
age  of  at  least  thirty  years.  That  pro- 
vision, for  reasons  which  we  dare  not 
divulge,  circumscribes  their  power 
considerably,  and  they  are  demanding 
that  it  be  removed.  The  Government 
has  promised  that  it  will  try  to  remove 
h  in  due  time.  If  the  Government  re- 
deems its  pledge  and  persuades  the 
House  of  Commons  to  take  its  advice, 
at  the  next  British  general  election 
there  will  be  two  million  more  women 
voters  than  men  voters.  The  women 
will  then  rule  the  country  if  they  care 
to  take  the  trouble  to  do  it  The  hand 
that  rocks  the  cradle  will  in  a  literal 
sense  rule  that  part  of  the  world.  Of 
course,  also  in  a  literal  sense,  the  fact 
must  be  admitted  that  the  hand  that 

once  rocked  the  cradle  is  dust. 

•  •  • 

Now.  we  have  the  highest  reverence 
for  women,  but  we  arc  also  old- 
fashioned  and  have  old-fashioned  ideas, 
some  people  tell  us  obsolete  Ideas.  We 
never  favored  votes  for  women,  be- 
cause we  argued  that  if  women  were 
given  votes  they  should  also  be  given 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  that  go 
with  votes.  The  methods  of  the 
women  who  conducted  the  campaign 
for  votes  were  objectionable,  ridiculous, 
farcical.  They  brought  the  caute  into 
contempt.  We  are  sure  the  majority  of 
women  did  not  approve  of  the  Pank- 
hurst  histrionics.  We  doubt  whether 
the  majority  of  women  really  want 

votes  now  that  they  have  got  them. 

•  •  • 

However,  the  women  have  votes. 
They  arc  in  a  majority — and  it  is  a 
question  not  of  what  we  are  going  to 
do  about  it,  but  of  what  they  are 
going  to  do  with  us.  The  British  Par- 
liament, controlled  by  mere  men  for 
the  time  being,  has  temporarily  shelved 
the  issue.  But  the  issue  cannot  be/ 
permanently  sidetracked.  If  the 
women  are  entitled  to  the  franchise, 
they  are  entitled  to  the  franchise  in, 
full   and   to   all    the  appurtenances 

thereof. 

•»■  •    •  • 

One  of  their  clever  sisters,  an 
American  by  birth  and  a  member  of 
the  Imperial  House  of  Commons,  has 
publicly  admitted  that  women  are  an 
inconvenience,  but  contends  that  they 
are  a  necessity.  That  point  seems  to 

be  very  well  taken. 

•  •  • 

Another  point  has  been  raised  which 
may  not  be  so  well  taken.  Some  one 
has  suggested  that  the  Imperial  House 
of  Commons  of  the  future  will  either 
be  filled  by  women  or  by  super-men: 
that  is  by  men  who  find  favor  in  the 
eyea  of  women:  handsome,  welt 
dressed,  sleek,  oily  fellows  with  a  gift 
for  paying  compliments  in  a  manner 

most  pleasing  to  the  ladies. 

•  •  • 

We  have  no  doubt  that  all  the  prob- 
lems involved  in  the  franchise  for 
women  question  will  be  solved  in  due 
time,  and  that  the  ultimate  result  will 
justify  a  very  radical  experiment.  But 
we  still  maintain  that  there  arc  places 
in  which  women  are  out  of  their 
natural  element,  and  look  as  if  they 
feel  they  are  out  of  their  natural  ele- 
ment; we  claim  that  for  physiological 
and  temperamental  reasons  women 
never  can  take  as  general  and  effec- 
tive a  part  in  public  affairs  as  men. 
and  we  doubt  whether  very  many 
women  will  desire  to  do  it.

Dcwar,  chairman  of  that  body,  hud 
eo  much  business  to  transact,  buai- 
neaa that  could  not  welt,  that  It  had 
elmply  found  It  Impoaslblc  to  give 
consideration  to  the  Woodward 
nctnsme.  It  had  been  no  fault  of  the 
committee.

Complete  sympathy  with  the  move- 
ment for  closer  understanding  and 
friendlier  feeling  between  churches 
snd*  labor  unions  was  repressed  by 
James  M.  Lynch,  president  of  the  In- 
ternational Typographical  Union,  in  a 
statement  issued  here  today. 

"The  modern  Industrlsl  struggle  is 
well  deserving  the  serious  considera- 
tion by  every  institution  Interested  In 
ethics  and  human  happiness."  said 
Mr.  Lynch.  "It  has  ever  been  a 
source  of  disappointment  to  Amer- 
ican labor  leaders  that  so  many 
clergymen  have  chosen  to  Ignore  the 
case  of  the  working*  man.  or.  worse 
still,  to  applaud  the  social  pro- 
gramme of  the  exploiter.  For- 
tunately, powerful  men  In  the 
churches  are  coming  to  give  their 
attention  to  the  labor  move- 
ment, and  consequently  to  sym- 
pathise with  the  aspirations  of  or- 
ganised labor. 

"Labor  Is  quick  to  reciprocate  thia 
Interest.  In  New  York  we  find 
Bishop  William  T.  Manning  ex- 
pressing from  his  pulpit  sppreciatlon 
of  aid  offered  by  organised  labor  In 
raising  funds  for  completion  of  the 
great  cathedral.  In  Toledo,  O..  the 
Council  of  Churches  has  invited 
labor  leaders  to  address  meetings  of 
the  Mlnlstera'  Union.  Out  In  Bakera- 
field.  Calif.,  Bishop  L.  Sandford. 
preaching  at  St.  Paul's  Episcopal 
Church,  deprecates  the  •disgraceful' 
manner  In  which  the  Better  Amer- 
ican Federation'  attacks  the  trade 
union  movement. 

"Fear  la  blamed  by  Bishop  Sand- 
ford  for  the  unrest  and  unhapplnesa 
In  our  economic  and  social  life. 
Each  week,  the  Bishop  told  his  hear- 
ers, weekly  letters  reaches  his  dask 
from  the  'labor-hating*  organisa- 
tions. Inveighing  against  combination 
of  workers  In  their  own  defence. 
'Such  bitter  words*  so  full  of  hatred.' 
said  the  Bishop,  'could  only  create 
the  trouble  against  which  they  pro- 
test.'

t'rgrt.  More  Co-operation 
Paavo  come*  strongly  to  the  sup- 
port of  Murray  Hulbert.  president  of 
the  A.A.U..  in  the  letter's  efforts  to 
develop  municipal  and  Industrial 
aporte. 

"From  my  brief  observation,"  he 
atatee,  "you  In  America  have  thou- 
sanda  of  potential  athletic  champions 
who  never  have  put  on  a  running 
ahoe  or  learned  the  'feel'  of  a  field 
event  Implement.  That  Is  so  because 
they  have  had  n(>  encouragement  In 
such  sport  a.  or  because  your  great 
business  organisations  have  over 
looked  the  value  of  competitive 
athletics.  Some,  It  is  true,  have  en- 
couraced  baseball  and  soccer  foot- 
ball, but  all  are  not  proficient  in 
those  aport*  and  cannot  sain  the 
benefits  to  be  derived.  Track  and 
field  athletlca  offer  a  wider  field,  and 
while  all  cannot  be  champions  there 
are  few  who  cannot  make  themselves 
proflcent  in  one  of  the  many  track 
and  field  events.  I  think  the  good 
effect  of  organized  encouragement*  of 
Industrial  and  municipal  athletics 
would  quickly  assert  itself. 

•The  brief  competitive  careers  of 
many  of  your  greatest  athletes  la  a 
pussle  to  European  nations  who  do 
not  know  your  Industrial  condl-a 
Hons.  They  see  a  man  race  to  vic- 
tory In  one  Olympic  meet  and  find  he 
Is  not  mentioned  for  your  Olympic 
team  four  year  later,  and  It  pussies 
them.  Theg  turn  to  Finland  and 
other  European  countries  and  see 
great  athletes  continuing  In  the  fore- 
front for  long  periods — Kolehmslnen, 
Bnarlsto.  Peltonen.  Nlklander.  Sten- 
roos  and  others  on  last  year's  Finnish 
team  also  were  members  of  the  Fin- 
hlsh  team  of  thirteen  years  ago — and 
they  wonder  what  has  become  of 
Craig  and  Reldpath  and  Meredith 
and  Outtereon  and  Richards  and  the 
many  other  Americana  whoae  work 
featured  the  1112  games. 

Where  Are  Yesterday's  Ktars? 

"I  know  many  of  your  stars  who 
now  should  be  at  their  very  best 
have  entered  professions  where  It  Is 
Impossible  for  them  to  continue  *ln 
athletics,  but  I  have  learned  that 
others  have  retired  from  competition 
because  of  lack  of  opportunity  or  In- 
centive. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  America  will 
realise  it*  full  possibilities  or  gain  nil 
the  many  benefits  that  come  from 
track  and  field  athletics  until  every 
civil  and  industrial  organisation  gives 
them  active  and  organised  support. 
I  do  not  think,  athletics  serve  their 
true  and  health-bulldlng  purposes 
when  they  become  a  matter  of  In- 
tensive training  for  a  period  of  two 
or  three  or  four  .years  and  then  are 
forsaken." 

Paavo,  In  this  concluding  article  of 
the  series,  offers  valuable  advice  to 
those  am hft lone  to  follow  In  hie  foot- 
steps a*  a  foot-racer. 

"In  taking  up  distance  running." 
he  says,  "too  many  start  at  the  wrong 
end.  They  believe  endurance  Is  the 
all-Important  feature  and  without 
regard  for  other  things  start  Jog- 
ging mile  after  mile  In  inelr  efforts 
to  harden  themselves. 

"I  approached  It. unconsciously 
perhaps,  from  another  angle.  I  re- 
garded speed  as  the  all-Important 
factor.  In  my  early  training  I  spent 
much  time  on  speed  tests  i<f  200  and 
40*0  metres.  My  training  sessions 
really  consisted  of  a  series  of  such 
dashes.  Then  when  I  had  obtained 
the  speed  that  satisfied  me  for  the 
shorter  distance*.  I  sought  to  carry 
that  speed  ion  metres  furuher  and 
So  on  until  I  had  attained  the  mark 
I  wished  for  the  longer  dlstancee. 

"I  think  It  Is  essential  also  that  an 
athlete  should  learn  his  own  ability. 
He  should  learn  hla  time  for  a  given 
distance  and  run  to  time  rather  than 
conform  his  pace  to  thnt  of  his  rival*. 
If  those  rivals  run  fasts/  than  he  In

"I  plot  every  race  according  to  a 
definite  schedule  and  strive  to  hold 
to  that  schedule.  That  schedule  may 
vary  from  race  to  race.  If  I  am  try- 
ing for  a  record,  of  course  It  must 
carry  me  under  the  record  time;  If  I 
am  .trying  for  the  victory  alone  It 
must  carry  me  over  the  conrae  faster 
than  any  of  my  rivals  ever  have 
covered  It. 

"In  the  latter  case  a  study  of 
those  rlvula  and  their  best  records  Is 
necessary.  But  when  I  have  mapped 
my  plans  and  find  I  can  follow  them 
to  the  fraction  of  a  second  I  do  not 
have  to  worry  over  the  outcome.  My 
rlvels  may  be  yards  In  the  lead  early 
In  the  race,  but,  by  knowing  their 
best  marks.  I  am  sure  they  will  'come 
back*  to  me  before  the  finish  mark  is 
reached. 

"Perhaps  some  young  American 
who  reads  this  may  be  mapping  out  a 
schedule  to  defeat  me  In  the  1*21 
Olympic  Oames.  Let  me  advise  him 
not  to  do  so  on  the  basis  of  my  pres- 
ent records.  I  now  am  past  the  age 
of  the  majority  of  the  American 
champions,  but  I  have  yet  to  deliver 
my  best  performances.  I  expect  the 
next  five  years  will  find  ms  st  the 
peak  of  my  career,  and  If  my  hopes 
are  fulfilled  during  that  period.  I  will 
have  set  both  Indoor  and  outdoor 
records  from  the  100  metres  run  to 
the  Marathon  distance  of  SI  miles 
221  yards.''

Yearly)  Cost  of  Motor  Car* 
Now  Set  at  Over  Three  3d- 
Horn — European  and  Asiatic 
Demand  Jumps 


According  to  the  February  2  Issue 
of  "Commerce  Reports,"  published 
by  the  I'nlted  States  Rureau  of  Com- 
merce there  are  now  more  than  32,- 
743.000  motor  vehicles  In  use  In  the 
various  countrlee.  The  Rureau  esti- 
mates that  the  total  amound  of 
money  spent  last  year  by  all  coun- 
trlee for  motor  vehicles  waa  some- 
thing In  excaea  of  $3,340,000,000. 
Their  analysis  of  the  cltuatlon  fol- 
lows: 

Toe  first  -generalisation  from  the 
reglrtrutlon  figures  la  that  the  world 
In  the  past  year  has  demonstrated  Its 
ability  to  assimilate  3,300.000  pas- 
senger cars  and  trucks  and  200,000 
motor  cycles  in  a  single  year.  At  the 
very  conservative  figure  of  $1,000  as 
an  average  retail  value  for  the  cara 
and  trucks  snd  1300  for  the  motor 
cycles,  the  world  spent  11.340.040.- 
000  for  new  motor  vehicles  In  1324. 

An  Increase  of  2.7  60.400  .  In  pas- 
senger '  cars  and  approximately 
&I0.000  In  trucks  during  the  course 
of  the  year  1334  reveals  the  Interest- 
ing fact  that  the  latter  registered  a 
more  imposing  rate  of  registration 
Increase  than  did  the  former,  the 
figures  being  tweniy-ihree  per  cent 
for  trucks  and  seventeen  per  cent  for 
cars.  This  represents  a  tendency 
which  may  be  even  more  uronounced 
during  the  present  year.  It  sub- 
stantiates the  oft-repeated  statement 
that  automotive  vehicles  are  coming 
more  and  more  to  All  the  world's 
needs  foe,  commercial  transportation. 
Motor  cycles,  too.  pushed  Into  more 
widespread  use,  as  revealed,  by  a 
numerical  Increase  of  IsS.OSO  over 
the  base  registration  of  1.076.000  at 
the  beginning  of  1S34,  but  1n  this 
rase  the  advance  has  to  be  attributed 
entirely  to  increased  use  In  foreign 
countries. 

Compared  with  the  rest  of  the 
world,  the  United  States  now  has 
eighty-four  per  cent  of  all  passenger 
cars,  seventy-four  per  cent  of  all 
trucks,  ami  eleven  per  cent  of  all 
motor  cycles.  Combining  passenger 
car  and  truck  figures  to  avoid  the 
confusion  arising  from  the  practice 
followed  by  many  countries  of  not 
classifying  passenger  cars  snd  trucks 
separately,  the  United  States  still 
holds  her  dominant  position  to  the 
extent  of  registering  83.5  per  cent  of 
the  total. 

Looking  nt  the  world  incfease  In 
motor  vehicles  from  another  angle. 
It  Is  seen  that  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  past  year  Increased  her  pas- 
senger car  registration  sixteen  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  twenty-eeven 
per  cent  for  the  rest  of  the  world. 
Carrying  this  comparison  through  the 
remaining  categories,  the  13  34  world 
truck  Increase  ahowa  nineteen  per 
cent  for  the  United  States  against 
thirty-seven  per  cent  for  the  rest  of 
the  world. 

These  comparisons  on  rate  In- 
crease are  Interesting.  Inasmuch  as 
they  show  that  It  becomes  Increas- 
ingly ii  1  in  1  uii  for  the  Urgent  auto- 
motive market  in  the  world  to  main- 
tain Its  numerical  Increase  year  by 
year  on  such  a  scale  aa  to  keep  it 
uniformly  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the 
world  from  a  percentage  standpoint. 
Nevertheless,  and  In  spite  of  the 
single  exception  In  the  case  of  motor 
cyrlea.  the  percentage  Increase  for 
the  United  States  In  the  case  of  pas- 
aengrr  cara  and  trucks  still  repre- 
sents enormous  additions  to  our 
motor  transport,  as  the  above  figures 
Indicate. 

Combining  passenger  cars  snd 
trucks.  Trance  and  the  United  King- 
dom, with  gains  of  wall  over  100. 000 
each,  lead  all  other  countries  In  the 
progress  toward  more  complete 
motorlxatlon.  Numerically,  they  are 
followed  by  Australia.  Germany, 
Canada.  Argentina.  Italy,  Sweden  and 
New  Zealand.  A  better  Index  of 
registration  growth  might  be  the 
rate  of  Increase  If  this  Is  taken, 
other  countries  will  be  seen  coming 
rapidly  to  the  fore  with  claims  far 
recognition.  These  figures  would  In- 
clude most  of  the  more  developed 
Latln-Ameiican  countries  (Including 
Braall.  Uruguay.  Cuba  and  Mexico). 
India,  Netherlands  Bast  Indies. 
Japan,  the  Netherlands.  Union  of 
South  Africa — and  thus  the  lun  could 
continue.  In  fact.  It  might  be  said 
that  almost  every  market  of  any  con- 
sequence could  be  Included  In  this 
group  of  forward  marchera.

If  you  declde'd  te  start  with  three 
or  four  frames  of  bees  and  brood 
with  a  queen,  you  must  have  all  your 
equipment  In  order:  hive  with  frames' 
filled  with  foundation,  an  extra  super 
on  top  for  packing  and  your  Koote- 
nay case  painted.  Have  your  honey 
supers  auto  ready,  either  shallow  or 
4«4>ep;  your  smoker  In  order  'and 
everything  ready  for  a  real  start  for 
the  time  when  the  frames  will  ar- 
rive, which  will  not  be  for  another 
month,  as  the  brood  must  not  be 
moved  out  of  the  hive  until  all  fear 
of  chilling  la  past. 

If  you  decided  on  the  third  choice, 
vis,  package  bees,  it  la  taken  for 
grantdd  you  .have  already  sent  In 
your  order  and  asked  for  them  to  be 
sent  aa  soon  as  possible  after  begin- 
ning of  April:  Have,  as  before,  all 
equipment  ready,  not  forgetting  the 
tin  can  with  holes  punched  In  the 
top,  for  feeding  syrup  as  soon  sa  they 
arrived.  You  have  also,  presumably, 
arranged  with  an  experienced  .  bee- 
keeper to  help  you  on  the  arrival  of 
the  package. 

All  this  being  done  there  Is  nothing 
more  to  do  until  the  bees  actually 
begin  to  work  on  whatever  pasture 
you  have  In  your  neighborhood. 

Although  you  want  to  avoid  swarm- 
ing If  you  want  honey,  it  la  well  to 
have  an  extra  hive  in  case  thla  hap- 
pens, as  accidents  happen  In  the  best 
regulated  families,  and  bees  are  no 
exception.  It  Is  the  nstural  Instinct 
of  the  bee,  and  has  to  be  continually 
guarded  against.  The  greatest  pre- 
ventative Is  plenty  of  room  at  the 
right  time,  and  a  young  queen.  Olven 
thaae,  the  swarming  risks  are  mini- 
mised. If  an  absolutely  sure  remedy 
could  be  given  to  prevent  swarming, 
the  beekeepers'  troubles  would  be 
helved,  bat  the  best  we  can  do  Is  to 
try  all  the  modern  preventive  methods 
and  hope  for  the  best 

Some  people  will  tell  you  their  bees 
never  swarm.  They  may  think  they 
don't,  but  very  often  these  people 
leave  their  bees  alone,  and  do  not 
really  know  what  happens  to  them. 
However,  give  your  queen  plenty  of 
room,  and  be  sure  she  Is  a  young 
queen,  not  over  two  years  old.  and 
examine  them,  say,  once  n  week. 

Above  all.  don't  commence  the 
season  expecting  a  large  crop  of 
honey,  which  may  never  come  If  they 
are  handley  wronk.  Study  your  book, 
learn  all  you  can  from  others  mora 
experienced,  and  attend  all  the  lec- 
tures and  demonstrations  you  know 
of.  Take  lit  a  beekeeping  monthly 
snd  gather  valuable  hints  from 
others'  ezperienoe.  and  keep  In  touch 
with   up-to-date  methods. 

In  later  articles  hints  will  be  given 
for  handling  swarms,  artificial 
swarming  and  incretvse  after  honey 
flow.  In  the  meantime,  join  your 
toce.1  association  by  sending  your 
dollar  and  get  in  touch  with  other 
beekeepers,  as  well  as  profit  by  the 
benefits  attached  to  membership. 

In  thla  month's  issue  of  The  Cana- 
dian Poultry  World,  which  is  now  the 
official  organ  of  the  Vancouver 
Island  Beekeepers'  Association,  there 
Is  a  very  Interesting  article  on  the 
culture  of  hubam  clover,  the  annual 
variety  of  aweet  clover  (Melilotis 
Alba).  This  Is  a  splendid  honey 
plant  and  la  being  more  and  more 
cultivated  by  beekeeping  farmers,  it 
la  an  unrivalled  source  of  honey  sup- 
ply for  Winter  stores,  as  It  blooms 
late  and  the  bees  work  on  It  until 
frost  cuts  It  down.  As  a  mala  source 
of  honey  supply  for  tsble  use  It  Is  not 
(o  be  compared  to  aleike.  fruit  bios- 
some,  fire  weed  and  the  large  variety 
of  wild  flowers  which  contribute  to 
our  Vancouver  Island  honey  crop, 
and  make  It  tha  most  delicious1  fla- 
vored honey  lo  be  found  anywhere. 
Sweet  clover  honey  has  a  taste  all  its 
own  and  somewhat  resembles  cin- 
namon In  flavor  and  smell,  and  is  a 
very  light,  cleat  color,  most  attrac- 
tive In  appearance,  but  does  not  com- 
pare with  our  natural  honey  In 
Aa 


When  the  bees  halve  Ailed  and 
capped  the  combs  the  beetnan  pares 
.ff  the  capping  »vlth"m  sharp  knife 
and  places  the  combs  In  the  "bas- 
kets" inside  the  extractor,  which  Is 
then  put  In  motion,  and  the  honey- 
combs go  whirling  like  a  regular 
honey  "merry-go-round,"  and  In  a 
few  minute*  all  the  honry  has  been 
whirled  out  on  one  aide  and  la  drip- 
ping down  Inside  the  extractor.  When 
one  side  of  the  comb  Is  cleared  of 
the  honey  the  "baskets"  are  reversed, 
and  the  process  repealed  until  the 
other  side  Is  emptied.  The  combs 
are  now  ready  for  the  bees  to  All 
again,  while  the  honey  Is  drawn  off 
into  a  tank  and  etreined.  through 
cheesecloth  or  wire,  and  la  ready  for 


Refore  honey  production  became 
the  extensive  Industry  that  It  la  today, 
the  beekeeper  kept  his  bee*  all  In  one 
place,  often  In  the  garden  or  the 
backyard.  The  extracting  and  other 
work  of  preparing  the  honey  for 
market  was  done  In  a  shed  or  In  the 
family  kitchen. 

As  the  industry  grew,  and  especial- 
ly since  the  automobile  makes  travel 
awlft  and  eaay,  an  extensive  bee- 
keeper msy  have  his  bees  in  "out- 
yards"  or  farms,  each  containing 
many  hivee,  end  many  miles  apart. 
It  then  becomes  a  problem  to  harveat 
th'  honey.  Tlu-  common  way  la  to 
have  it  portable  extracting  outfit  and 
tntvel  from  yard  to  yard,  extracting 
the  honey  In  the  bee-yard,  sometimes 
In  a  tent  or  shed. 

While  many  beekeepers  still  ex- 
tract honey  that  way.  many  also 
have  a  central  extracting  plant  at 
some  cnvenlem  loeetion.  in  a  tight 
building.  Usually  it  is  equipped  with 
electric  power,  a  steam  boiler  snd 
running  water,  with  sewer  to  carry 
off  the  waste.  The  honey  Is  loaded 
on  trucks  at  the  oulyards.  carefully 
covered  with  a  tarpaulin  to  keep  out 
dust  and  dirt  on  the  way.  and  hauled 
to  the  central  plant.  Here  ihe  un- 
loading is  done  Inside  the  building, 
and  the  honeycombs  put  through  the 
extractor.  The  liquid  honey  la  now 
run  into  big  receiving  tanks,  being 
strained  through  two  thlckneasea  of 
cheesecloth  or  wire  atrainera  on  Its 
way.  it  Is  then  ready  to  be  drawn 
off.  Into  ca.ns  and  pails,  and  packed 
for  market.  Al  the  close  of  the  day'a 
run  the  extractors  and  floora  are 
thoroughly  washed  down  with  eteam 
or  hot  water,  ao  that  everything 
sbout  the  placq  may  be  kept  sweet 
and  clesn.  Such  methods  |>roduce  a 
high  grade  of  honey,  welt  worth  the 
extra  trouble  Involved,  "t

The  committee  reported  that  It 
would  be  impossible  to  construct  a 
full  aize  football  fleld  325  feet  by  330 
feet  In  the  Bullen  Memorial  Park, 
owing  to  the  large  amount  of  rock 
which  exists  on  tha  wast  end  of  the 
site,  which  to  excavate  would  cost  a 
conalderable  aum.  This,  however, 
could  be  left  until  a  later  date,  and 
excavated  for  road  metal  aa  required.

The  council  last  night  considered 
the  estimates  of  the  engineer.  These 
called  for  expenditures  of  $64,000.

Africa  Maru  docked  here  last 
night  from  the  Far  ICast,  after 
lighting  with  stormy  weather  off 
this  coast. 

Stowed  beneath  her  hatches  were 
7. ISO  bales  of  raw  silk  and  110  cases 
of  silk  goods  valued  at  $10,000,000. 
the  largest  consignment  that  has  sver 
been  shipped  from  Japaa,  and  at  the 
same  time  creating  a  new  silk  load- 
ing record  for  the  port  of  Yokohama. 
The  previous  record  was  7,000  bales, 
so  that  the  Africa  Maru  has  out- 
stripped the  former  record  by  110 
bales. 

The  Chlcaao.  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul 
Railway  will  handle  thla  huge  cargo 
on  tbe  liner's  arrival  at  Beattle.  Two 
special  trains  are  waiting  at  the 
terminal  port  and  before  even  the 
ship's  lines  are  secured  the  flrst  sling 
of  silk  bales  wilt  be  suspended  in 
midair  waiting  to  be  discharged  on 
the  docks  gnd  stored  In.  the  specially 
Iramired  care.  Former  loading  and 
railway  records  are  expected  to  be 
shattered  In  the  delivery  of  this  silk, 
which  carries  a  high  Insurance  rate 
during  transit.

liner  Asuka  Maru  on  this  coast,  according  to  Mr.  N.  K.  Peder- 
son,  representative  of  Burmeister  &  Wain  Engineering  Com- 
pany, of  Sweden,  who  returned  from  the  Orient  aboard  the  Empress 
of  Russia  yesterday,  after  making  the  trip  from  the  United  King- 
dom to  Yokohama  aboard  the  N.Y.K.'s  new  motorship. 

Captain  T.  Kuaakarl  waa  In  com- 
mand of  the  liner  during  her  maiden 
voyage,  while  Mr.  !»edersun.  who  was 
mainly  interested  In  the  working  of 
the  new  machinery,  stated  that  the 
engines^  responded  well  to  the  various 
orders  from  the  captain  to  the  engine- 
room.  The  liner  averaged  fourteen 
knots  an  hour  during  her  maiden 
trip,  but  when  she  has  been  given  her 
shake  down"  she  will  be  able  to 
make  a  spssg  of  approximately  six- 
teen knots  an  hour. 

The  Asuka  Maru  la  a  liner  of  440 
feet  in  length,  67  feet  beam  and  *»  « 
feet  depth.  She  Is  designed  to  carry 
10.000  tons,  according  lo  Mr.  I'eder- 
son's  report,  on  ar>trut  JO. 14  feet 
draft.  The  Asuka  Maru  waa  fcullt  by 
Meaars.  D.  and  W,  Henderson,  who 
are  now  associated  with  Messrs.  Har- 
land  <t  Wolff.  Ltd. 

Installed  In  the  Asuka  Maru  !•  a 
four-stroke  Burmeister  and  Wain 
type  engine  built' by  Messrs  Harland 
4%  Wolff,  and  Js  of  4.000  brake  borsa- 
power.  The  main  machinery  consists 
of  two  sets  of  single  acting  Diesel 
englnea  of  the  enclosed  type,  working 
on  the  four-stroke  cycle  Rach  set 
of  engine*  has  eight  cylinders  ««0 
mm.  diameter  by  1.100  mm.  stroke, 
designed  to  develop  a  normal  b.h.p. 
of  I.'OOO  when  running  al  125  revolu- 
tions per  minute. 

There  are  three  auxiliary  Diesel 
engines,  each  directly  coupled  to  a 
direct  current  dynamo  generating 
100  kw.  at  200  r.p.m.  Kach  engine 
has  three  cylinders  and  tha  dynamos 
are  arranged  for  parallel  running.  All 
tho  deck  and  engine  room  auxiliaries 
are  driven  by  electric  power,  which 
has  been  provided  in  three  unlta  so 
that  a  maximum  demand  with  nil 
auxiliaries  working  only  two  will  be 
required,  leaving  the  third  aa  a  stand- 
by. There  are  eighteen  electric-driven 
winches  assigned  to  tha  various 
hatches,  while  there  Is  also  an  elec- 
trically driven  live-ton  winch  m  the 
steering  houa*  aft.  which  is  for 
warping  and  can  .  b4f  adapted  for 
steering  In  the  *r>vent  of  the  steering 
gear  breaking  down.  There  are  also 
twenty  cargo  derrick*,  tit*  maximum 
lifting  power  being  ten  tons,  while 
the  smallest  handles  three  tons. 

The  Asuka  Maru   Is  replacing  the 
Haksta    Maru.    which  will  bo  with 
drawn  from  the  transpacific   run  on 
her  return  to  tbe  orient.
